ing to Sheriff Condit. They had 
$1,710 in currency, issued by the 
First National bank of Genoa, he 
was informed by the Reno police 
chief, the money leading to their 
alleged identification.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 27—(UP) 
—Federal prohibition officials di-s- 
closed fears today that their task is 
to be made more difficult by the 
rising tide of anti-prohibition senti- 
ment, as expressed in such political 
victories as the adoption of a repeal 
plank by the New York republican 
state convention this week. 
In revealing his fears on the sub- 
ject, Amos W. Woodcock, federal 
prohibition director, reassured the 
public the home wine maker, unless 
he sells his product, is safe from 
federal interference. While this has 
always been the case, the fact that 
Woodcock emphasized U the day 
following the anti-prohibition re- 
volt in New York state was regarded 
as significant. 
Later Woodcock explained the lat- 


itude regarding wine making does 
not extend to home brew, inasmuch 
as the Volstead act forbids brewed 
beverages containing one-half of 1 
per cent alcohol or more, whereas 
wine must merely be "non-intoxi- 
cating in fact." 
Woodcock Fears Adverse Effect. 
"Unquestionably," Woodcock said, 
the various declarations for repeal 
of prohibition recently will have an 
adverse effect on enforcement. The 
more public sentiment there is 
against a 'law, the harder it is to 
enforce. 
"However, I am not concerned 
with public opinion, but will strive 
to enforce the law to the best of 
our ability and in an honest and 
decent manner." 
As to home wine making. Wood- 


cock said: 
"There is practically no way to 
obtain evidence of wine making in 
the home unless some is sold. It is 
also <hard to -prove in court that 
wine is intoxicating in fact. The 
law says you can make wine in the 
home for home use if not intoxicat- 
ing m fact. 


"Off hand, I should think it .would 
not 'be^a crime to transport wine 
that is non-intoxicating, so even if

Nebraska has been touched in 
but one spot by the wet-and-dry 
fight which has broken out in a 
number of other states and caused 
the defeat of a number of congress- 
men who were candidates for re- 
nomination.

was beaten in the primary and the 
nominees of both parties for ccn- 
gress are espousing repeal of fed- 
eral prohibition.

In a majority of cases the revoca- 
tion or suspension followed convic- 
tion on the charge of driving while 
intoxicated. 
A number of licenses

Non-union labor cannot be spe- 
ifically excluded in contracting for 
onstruction of buildings under the 
upervision of the state boara of 
control, Attorney General Sorensen 
icld Saturday in an opinion writ- 
pen at the request of Harry S. 
Thorpe, member of the board. 
The board could legally, however, 
he attorney general held, enforce 
tandards of quality in workman- 
hip for the performance of which 
jnly employers of union labor would 
n many cases be found "responsi- 
le."- 


Answer to Query. 


The opinion was written in an- 
wer to a query of Mr. Thorpe" ask- 
ng if the board of. control could 
egally require use of union labor in 
onstruction of state buildings and 
whether such a specification could 
be included in the board's published 
notice to bidders. 
Requirements of union labor have 


been held unconstitutional by the 
tate Supreme court, Mr. Sorensen 
pointed out in denying the board's 
right directly to enforce employment 
of union labor. The court held that 
he union labor clause disregarded 
he "lowest responsible bidder" pro- 
isions. 


Approves Specification. 


The fact mat no express require- 


ment for union labor can be made 
merely scratches the surface of the 
>roblem, according to Mr. Sorensen. 
The courts have never passed, he 
pointed out in his opinion, upon the 
question of whether the board could 
act upon the low.bidder's proposed 
employment or non-employment of 
union labor in determining his "re- 
sponsibility." He hold that the board 
las considerable discretionary pow- 
er in determining responsibility -of 
jidders. 


As a result of this discretionary 


privile'ge, the attorney generai ad- 
fises Mr. Thorpe that building con- 
tracts might be let to union builders 
when their bids were not the lowest. 
3e approves the right of the board 
to incorporate into its specification, 
union wages, hours, apprenticeship 
an dconditions of labor in order to 
secure the best quality of workman- 
ship. 


Defines Facilities. 


This does not mean, he warns, 
that the board can presume that 
employers of union labor have su- 
perior 'facilities and are more re- 
sponsible 
than 
non-union 
em- 


ployers. 
"But," he writes, "if in looking 


into the responsibility of the bidders 
on each job as it comes along, the 
board finds that the low bidder's 
facilities' for giving the specified 
quality of workmanship are not as 
good as a higher bidder's 'faculties' 
—whether because of employment of 
'scab' labor or,for any other reason- 
—the board is clearly authorized to 
reject the bid of the- low bidder be- 
cause he is not, in the legal sense, 
'responsible'. 
"No one will seriously dispute that 


floating, underpaid, overworked, im- 
properly trained or non-apprenticed 
workmen, even if cheaper, may 
prove in the end to be the most ir- 
responsible, the most expensive and 
the most detrimental to 'the best 
interests' of the state' which'it is the 
duty of the board in l*tting building 
contracts to secure." -

New Method of Awarding 


Scholarships Takes 
Effect This Year. 


University of Nebraska students 


who desire to apply for a Rhodes 
scholarship from this district this 
all should secure application blanks 
it once from the office of John D. 
Hicks, according to 'announcement 
made today. 


A new plan for selecting Rhodes 


scholars the country over goes into 
effect this year. Formerly each 
stale has been allowed to send one 
man to Oxford university in Eng- 
and for three-year period two years 
out of every three. Now the United 
States as divided into eight districts 
of six states each.

When 
he is used up, the racket boys can

Greedy For Easy Money. 


Whether Singer was licked or not, 
that was easy and quick money. If 
by some turn of luck Singer had 
not been knocked out — if he had 
knocked out Baby Face Jjm— the 
racket would have profited much 
more and the gamble would have 
been very good, indeed. In that 
case,

could 
have been 
matched right away with Tommy 
Freeman, p r e s e nt welterweight 
champion, and that fight would 
have drawn a record gate for little 
fellows. If Singer could beat Mc- 
Larnin, no doubt he could beat the 
champion of the welters.

Benny 
was managed by Billy Gibson, who 
couldn't have been more interested 
in Benny's success if he'd been 
Benny's brother. 
Gibson knew Benny's fighting 
ability and matched him against the 
best lightweights, one after another, 
but he didn't send Benny out of his 
class to grab Bill a bunch of money 
at the expense of having his head 
knocked off, his confidence in him- 
self ruined, and perhaps the ac- 
quirement of a "glass jaw."

^kNE of the worst faults a duffer 
^^ falls into involves a too ener- 
getic use of the right hand during 
the backstroke. There are a num- 
ber of reasons why the left hand 
and arm should be the guiding 
force in taking the club back from 
the ball, yet in spite of all and in. 
spite, too, of the player's knowledge 
and appreciation of all these rea- 
sons* there is always a strong 
tendency to use the right too much. 
The usual result is a backswing 
stroke, because whOTi the ri°tit 


wrist is almost completely relaxed, 
the pushing of the left hand caus- 
ing the right hand in its relaxed 
state to flex back toward the ball 
so that the club-head actually lags 
behind the hands. 
It will be noted, in studying the 
styles of all the experts, that" the 
right wrist does not begin to break 
away from the ball until the club 
has traveled several feet. 


LTHOUGH the waggle itself Is 
not a part of the swing it 
nevertheless is an important pre-

DOWN THE LINE

T 


HAT Muldoon-Tunney trophy, 
which was to be the Kosetta 
Stone of th« cauliflower industry, 
does.not seem to mean anything 
much, after all. When the trophy 
was designed, the idea was to chisel 
into the pedestal the names of the 
leavyweight champions, past and 
present. The list still ends with the 
name of Gene Tunney. 


There are plenty of chiselers on 


the board of managers of Max 
Schmeling, who was to Have been 
made heavyweight champion after 
the bout with Sharkey, provided 
tbat he won. He did win, but on a 
foul. Still he won. In spite of this, 
the New York state boxing com- 
mission, the trustees, and Messrs., 
Muldoon and Tunney seem to have 
postponed /the chiseling party in- 
definitely. Mr. Joe Jacobs, the pug- 
ilistic pawnbroker; Mr. Pete Keilly, 
Mr. Will McCamey and 
other 
shareholders of Max Schmeling are 
among the finest chiselers in Man- 
hattan—and that is saying plenty— 
but they have not been permitted 
to work on the pedestal of the 
Muldoon-Tunney trophy with their 
tools. 


And why not? The New York 
state boxing commission made it 
quite plain before the late lament- 
ed Schmeling-Sharkey- bout that 
the winner would be recognized as 
tbe world's heavyweight champion. 
Of course the New York state box- 
ing commission took in an unrea- 
sonable amount of territory in 
making this declaration, but as 
long as the Muddled Moguls made 
the agreement they should stand 
by it—that it, if it is possible for 
them to stand by anything. 
It looks as though the boxing 
commission broke faith twice, end 
in arrogant fashion, with this Max 
Schmeling. First, they reinstated 
him to fight Sharkey. Then when 
he was in the middle of his train- 
ing they forced him to sign an 
agreement to defend his title, if he 
won it, for the Six Hundred Mil- 
lionaires. 


TKtyW this was very thoughtful 
m of the Muddled Moguls, if 
their business is tempering the 
financial winds to tbe Six Hundred 
Millionaires. Perhaps it is. but 
there is nothing in the Walker 
boxing bill which specifies tbat the 
boxing 
commissioners 
also 
are 
matchmakers for Madison Square 
Garden or administrators for the 
Madison Square Garden corpora- 
tion. 
I doubt if the contract which 
Max Schmeling, signed under 
duress, to work for the Madison 
Square Garden corporation would 
hold in court. But then tbe boys 
who are connected with tbe manly 
art of modified murder do not like 
to come into court. It seems that 
nearly all of them are a bit timor- 
ous that they might be picked up 
for something tbat happened prior 
to tbe case at band. The law al- 
ways is a terrible thing to tbe 
gentlemen engaged in tbat racket 
because there are so many peculiar 
angles to tlae law. 
Having forced Schmeling into 
signing this contract, tbe Muddled 
Moguls assured "him tbat. if be 
won the boat with Sharkey. be 
.would be necwnized as tbe heavy- 
weight champion. According to the 
officials appofiitcd by the commis- 
sion, Sharkey'was disqualified and 
iSchmeling wis declared tbe winner 
| of tbe bout. It Is not Schnjeling's 
J fault that be was fouled. He did 


had lost something like three or 
our hundred thousand dollars in 
promoting that particular bout. Of 
:ourse, it was the money of Madi- 
son Square Garden but, while Mr. 
Rickard may not have been hurt 
in pocket, his pride was hurt. 


He did not like to gee Mr. Tun- 
ney get out of the game that much 
a winner, leaving him holding the 
>ag. Of course he was holding the 
bag for others, but, nevertheless, he 
was holding the bag. A man who 
runs a gambling joint of any sort 
does not like to see a sucker get 
out of*the. place while the house 
is in the hole. 
Mr. Rickard was almost fearful 
over the situation. Here he was, in- 
strumental with the assistance of 
the bank roll of the Six Hundred 
Millionaires, in making Mr. Tun- 
ney a lot of money. He put it that 
way. And Mr. Tunney was leaving 
him flat, with no championship 
and nothing upon which to base a 
battle of the century that might 
pull Mr. Rickard and bis backers 
out of the hole. 
But Mr. Tunney's retirement was 
not a Patti farewell, nor was it a 
Jeffries adieu. It was final and 
premediated and neither promises 
nor cash money could induce Mr. 
Tunney to revoke it. Oh, yes, he 
could whip any of the existing con- 
tenders, but he did not feel that 
he had to prove it. 
It was then that the Muldoon- 
Tunney trophy was suggested. It 
would be under the control of the 
Six Hund»ed Millionaires and the 
boxing commission and would be 
almost as satisfactory as if the 
Garden ^-corporation owned 
and 
controlled the heavyweight title. 
r»jHE Sharkey-Campolo embroglio, 
J[ which will infest the Garden 
next Friday night is largely in the 
nature of an experiment, I tinder- 
stand. There has to be some ex- 
cuse for it and that is just as good 
or as bad a one as any. The boys, 
in a way, so we are given to un- 
derstand, will endeavor to vivisect 
eacb other for the edification of 
the customers and the benefit of 
the matchmaker for the Six Hun- 
dred Millionaires. 
If Sharkey should hit the Tall

before were there so 


many old horses racing at 
Nebraska-meetings—and, of course, 
I am referring to trotters and 
pacers. Such horses as Peter Brew- 
ington, p., 2:13%, gaining the rec- 
ord named in 1921; Roy Archdale, 
2:15%, gaining his record in 1920; 
Prince Bondsman, 2:08%, gaining 
that record in 1923, and others 
equally as old have been racing at 
meetings in the Short Ship Circuit 
of Nebraska this fall. 
Peter Brewington and Roy Arch- 
dale were foaled in 1914 and the 
writer considered both 2:10 pros- 
pects at one time. I found Peter 
Brewington racing at Malvern, la., 
in 1917 and liked him very much. 
Later, I saw him again and still 
thought well of the pacer. 
Roy Archdale v.ras one of the 


promising young trotters of his age 
in Kansas' and I am not mistaken 
in that statement, as several ex- 
cellent judges told me they never 
saw a faster two-year-old trotter 
in the state. 
It is not essential to mention 


other aged horses raced in Nebras- 
ka this season, as the point has 
been established that such trotters 
and pacers were striving for some 
portion of the money offered at 
county lair meetings. 
a 


F the -older horses racing in 
Nebraska this season, Prince 


Bondsman is the only one that can 
possibly show his owner a profit, 
the others being merely bills of ex- 
pense. 
Even though racing as economic- 


ally as possible, the bills incurred 
each week during a campaign, 
starting at Hastings and closing 
at Pawnee City, amount to more 
than the uninitiated believe, ttn- 
less an owner drives his own horsp 
and also cares for the animal be- 
tween races, the expense totals an 
almost unbelievable amount. 
It costs good money to ship a 
trotter or pacer from one meeting 
to another, pay entry fees, feed 
bills shoeing bills and other inci- 
dentals. To pay a driver and 
groom, as many an owner does, 
brings the expense account to prac- 
tically $300 per month, and numer- 
ous owners are doing that very 
thing. 
I have long contended that rap' 


ing is a luxury and only men of 
means can afford campagining a 
trotter or pacer. 
However, one finds men racing 


year after year that do so simply 
for the enjoyment obtained or for 
the satisfaction coming with an oc- 
casional winning race. Such men 
are engaged in racing" for sports' 
sake alone and they are amply re- 
paid when one of their horses, wins 
a good race. 
••T has been true ever since the 
M writer 
began 
attending 
race 


meetings in Nebraska that men 
were to be found who raced their 
horses for the mere love of driving, 
not particularly caring for results, 
other than an evto break now and 
then. Those men continued year 
after year driving their own horse. 


or horses, and never complained 
of hard times or bad luck. 


Several that I have known never 


enjoyed any of the luxuries and 
occasionally were hard put to se- 
cure even the necessities of life. 
They were only happy when tram- 
ing or racing a trotter or pacer. 


I have learned also that .the 


same thing was true of men racing 
runners and I have m mind at this 
time a man living in a western 
Kansas county who has been fol- 
lowing the races since 1880, when 
I first met him. At that time he 
was only a boy of 15 or K and 
was riding a horse for an owner 
living at Frankfort, Kansas. Later, 
he moved to western Kansas and 
^managed to own one or more run- 
ners each year. He was still riding 
in 1917, the last time I saw him, 
and was a dried-up weazened faced 
man of not less than 10 years, but 
happy in the knowledge that he 
had won five fairly good races that 
season and had a chance of win- 
ning a few more. 
I 


N what other line- of. endeavor or 
sport would men devote their 
entire lives to a calling or pro- 
fession which brought them- only 
a bare living and promised abso- 
lutely nothing for old age? Racing 
takes such a hold on some men 
that thoughtful persons are at a 
loss to account for the passion. 
I have frequently heard it stated 
that racing of horses was a disease 
for which no cure had as yet been 
discovered. When the racing mic- 
robe once enters a man's system 
and secures a good foothold, noth- 
ing but death itself will free the 
body of the desire to own and 
race a horse—either runner, pacer 
or trotter. 
Men will continue year 
after 
their investments in horses and 
have them raced whether or not, 
results not being counted upon ex- 
cepting that ever-present hope that 
sometime they will be able to win 
a first-class race. 
An illustration occurred at Cart- 
hage, Mo., during the race meeting 
of July 3 to 5, 1927, when A. L. 
Derby of Wichita, Kan, sold Leon- 
worthy, 2:12%, winner of the three- 
year- old trot, to Ben Horlne of 
Carthage for $5,000. Mealing Mr. 
Derby shortly after the sale, I 
asked for the particulars and, after 
giving them to me, he said: 
"As you well know, I have ex- 
pended many thousands of dollars 
buying and breeding trotters as 
well as pacers, but the things this 
colt did. this afternoon and his 
subsequent sale more than repay 
me for all the money I have 
spent." 
I 


REALIZED that Mr. Derby was 
deeply in earnest and his words 
carried conviction. Later that same 
season, at Hutchinson. Kan., after 
another colt of his breeding—Leon 
June, 2, 2:17%. by Guy Axworthy, 
2:08%—won the two-year-old trot. 
Mr. Derby spoke most feelingly of 
his success and assured me that 
the satisfaction, coming with the 
continued" winning of Leon Worthy

and Leon June, even though he did 
not then own the first colt named, 
was so great that he had not a 
single regret for the failures of 
other years and that he would 
continue breeding and racing in 
the expectation of again producing 
other colt winners. 
And then I recall what Col. Toler 


of Wichita, Kan., told me follow- 
ing the report that John R. Gen- 
try had gained the world's pacing 
record' for a stallion. Col. Toler 
bred John R. Gentry, p., 2:00%. as 
well as other fast pacers and trot- 
ters. 
"I have not accumulated much 


in the way of lands or money," 
said Col. Toler, "but I bred ths 
fastest harness horse in the world 
and that is glory enough for me 
and my family."

WOULD add at this time that 
Mr. Derby can well afford to 


breed trotters and have them raced 
and that Col. H. G. Toler's family 
never suffered for the comforts of 
life. Mrs. Sally Toler, his wife, was 
an accomplished woman and ranked 
r 


high among the women of Kansas. 
She had great ability along several 
lines, especially speaking and writ- 
ing. Her son, Sidney Toler, was lor 
years one of the best known men 
on the American stage, an actor of i 
rare ability that retained his popu- j 
larity more than 30 years. Upon \ 
his final appearance in Kansas 
v 
City, Mo., a few years since, Sidney 
•Toler was given a great ovation by 
his hundreds of western admirers. 


It is possible to add the names 


of other men who have expressed I 
similar sentiments to those of 
Messrs. Derby and Toler, for it 
was long ago written that to do 
the things one had in mind well, 
is to secure lasting satisfaction.

be near the kitchen. Chairs not in 
use may be placed in twos along the 
walls. 


Study Table Placing. 


"The table should run 
length- 
wise, but it need not be in the cec- 
ter of the room. In a large dining 
room, the table may look best near 
the windows, with the buffet and 
china balancing each other on op- 
posite walls. The dining suite should 
match the 
room and the pattern 
and color scheme should be worked 
out with care.'' 
Less attention is needed for small 
dining rooms, Miss .carton points 
out in her book, copies of 
which 
have just been received by local re- 
tail furniture dealers. Visitors at 
the Home Furnishings Style show, 
will receive copies of the style book- 
let, if they desire.

"In selecting furniture for a small 
dining room."

is

dining 
room, Hepplewhite, Duncarf Phyfe 
and Sheraton designs seem in keep- 
ing."

Bobin Bed Breast. Oh yes, we 


know Bobin. Every girl and boy 
knows the robin. No one needs to 
tell us that it has a red breast, and 
that its back is dull blade. Mother 
robin wears a duller coat and baby 
robin sports a speckled breast. We 
all know that. 
Even though the robin is well 


known, it is interesting. We like to 
watch it getting its dinner. Its meals 
are eaten on the ground, but like 
all of us it likes dessert -with its 
meals and that is usually gotten 
from trees and busfies. If you want 
to know more about that you must 
watch it yourself for that is the one 
thing that people complain about 
when they speak of the robin. 
They forget all about the good it 


does when it hops over the lawn, 
cocks its head to one side, listens, 
digs quickly with its sharp bill, and 
pulls out a grub or a worm. Or when 
it scratches the leaves, throwing 
them about, and gobbles up the bugs 
and beetles, and other insects that 
will come out from their hiding 
places at night when we are asleep, 
and do harm to the trees and other 
plants. 
The robin is with us aH summer. 
It is about the first.bird to return 
after spending the winter in the 
south, and about the last one to 
leave. Sometimes we hear of one 
staying with us all winter. If we 
go hiking during the Christmas Hol- 
idays and make a list of the birds 
we see. we are very likely to have 
DUT robin on the list. 
As many as fifty and more have 


been sesn in a flock in this section 
during Christmas Holidays. But we 
have to go to some sheltered ravine 
in the woods to see them. 
We say the robin goes south but 


it has been seen time and again, 
every month in the year, right 
around here. 
You know the robin. Do you know 


its nest? It differs from other birds' 
nests in that it is plastered with 
mud. 
You can sec the robin in spring 


picking up wet leaves and mud. and 
then shaping the nest in a nice 
round bowl, afterward lining it with 
soft crass to make a nice place for 
the four-or five pretty blue eggs.

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 28—"The 


tremendous versatility of the coun- 
try's agricultural resources is t.he 
silver lining behind the drouth 
cloud," said L. G. Peed, general sales 
manager of the De Soto Motor Cor- 
poration, upon his return today 
irom an extended trip through a 
large part of the most seriously 
stricken areas of the middle west. 
"It is true," said Mr. Peed, "that 
the severity of the present drouth

They therefore in- 
clude the greater part of the drouth 
period and reflect its influence on 
the food supply of the nation. After 
a thorough analysis of the situa- 
tion to date the report concludes 
that 'the usual supply of food crops 
are available this year.'"

Motors and Their Care 


Driving Over Bad Roads In Comfort 
Motorists living along highways 
that are full of chuck holes or which 
have developed a washboard de- 
sign should adjust their cars to meet 
shocks and reduce shimmy. To 
ocver bad stretches of road in com- 
fort keep the steering mechanism 
"as tight as possible and maintain 
from five to ten pounds more pres- 
sure in front tires than instruction 
books prescribe. 


A Tip For the Top. 
Frequent inspection should be 
made of the too of a car, whether 
open or inclosed, and its surface 
treated with a good ton dressing. 
Wash the top and allow to dry 
thoroughlv 'before 
applying 
the 
dressing. If the top has been sub- 
jected to unusually- sever weather 
conditions, two coats of dressing 
should be used. 


Driving- Dangerous When Drowsy. 
Momentary dozing at the wheel, 


due to driving a car too long, often 
results in a serious accident. It is 
a good rule for the driver to meas- 
ure his capacity carefully, and at 
the first indication of fatigue or 
weariness to stop operation and rest 
or let someone who is wide awake 
Dperate the car. The driver should 
.-emember that if he falls asleep 
« 
%t the wheel he may never wake up. 


Backlash'in Universal Joints. 
Replacement of parts is the only 
rolution when a backlash .is noticed 
in the driving shaft. Parts of the 
universal joints become worn and 
this condition is evident when a 
clicking sound is heard when the 
~ar is slowed down. For lost mo- 
Hon in the drive-shaft itself, the 
universal joints are the first thing 
to check up.l Anything which per- 
mits driving parts to chatter, so 
that forces are suddenly instead of 
gradually applied to them, is hard 
on the gears and other parts. 


Oil Change Beneficial to Engine. 
Oil loses most of its viscosity and 


lubricating properties-in the course 
of time and for this reason it should 
be drained out of the crank case 
about ey_ery 500 miles. This is not 
a hard job and will often result in 
the elimination o! carbon trouble. 
It is surely worth while. To drain 
off the oil there is always a "plug" 
in the bottom of the crank case. 
Generally this is' simply ,a square- 
headed plus, but sometimes it is a 
hollow plug requiring a socket 
wrench for !t£ removal. Most cars 
arc equipped with a . gause jtvhich 
shows the amount of oil in the 
crank case at a glance. When a 
gruage is not 
furnished, two pet- 


cocks are sere-wed into the sides of 
the crank case. The level of the 
oil must always be kept between 
these two petcocks. 


Carburetor Adjustment. 


Never attempt to adjust a 
car- 
buretor unless-the engine is in good 
order as to timing, compression, 
ignition and freedom from air leak- 
age. Make carburetor adjustments 
only after the engine has been 
warmed to normal operative tem- 
perature. 
Many of the 
various 
makes and models of carburetor 
have two adjustments for mixture 
quality, viz.: A low speed or idling 
adjustment and a high speed or or- 
dinary running adjustment and the 
object of these is to enable the mix- 
ture produced to be proportioned so 
that it is neither too lean nor too 
rich for satisfactory performance 
and fuel economy. The low speed 
or idling adjustment is very often 
a screw located near the throttle 
valve turning which regulates the 
low speed mixture. It should be set 
so that the engine will idle reliably, 
but with the mixture not richer 
than will give this result. The high 
speed "adjustment 
is usually 
a 


thumbscrew located in the body of 
the carburetor, turning 
of which 


regulates the richness of the run- 
ning mixture at will. It should be 
so set bv experiment as to give the 
engine its best power on the road, 
but without any sluggishness in 
acceleration, or any tendency to 
blacken spark plugs with gasoline 
soot. There "are other adjustments 
•which should be handled only .by an 
experienced mechanic. 


Patches are seldom as strong as 
the original material of the tube and 
should not be relied upon too much. 


Pure oil of a proper grade, con- 
taining no harmful filler to clog 
small openings, should be used in 
the transmission. 


Annoying, injuries are caused by 


•worn or broken running boards. A 
frayed lining on the surface should 
be changed without delay. 


Except for a few drops of some 
good oil at regular intervals, the 
generator and starting motor bear- 
ings require very little attention. 
A spas-i: plug leak is usually de- 


tected by a hissing sound and the 
remedy for this is to tighten the 
nut which holds the porcelain into 
the metal part 


Foamy water in the radiator is 


caused by air bsing sucked into the 
cooling 
system. 
This condition 


should be stopped as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Replace a leaking head 
gasket 
immediately, as it also keeps the 
cooling water in its place. Should 
water get into a cylinder, serious 
damaee might result. 
Motor oil must be kept below a 
certain maximum temperature to 
efficiently lubricate an engine. 1 
is necessary, therefore, to keep the 
engine clean and the cooling system 
in proper working order.

Seeing Argentine Crisis 


Lincoln people read about the 


Argentine revolution at a thorough- 
ly safe distance, but members of a 
former -Lincoln family had the un- 
comfortable privilege of having all 
the shooting take place in 
the 


street In front of their residence in 
Buenos Aires. Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Laird and daughter Ruth have writ- 
ten of the thrilling experience to 
Mrs. O. E. Prevey-of Lincoln, a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Laird. 


The group remained in the thick 


of the upheaval only through an 
inadvertence. Thev had planned to 
sail for the United States on August 
18, and actually had gone as far 
as Mendoza near the Chilian border, 
when Mrs. Laird suddenly became 
seriously ilL She was taken back 
to a Buenos Aires hospital and was 
still confined during the rioting. 
The family moved to the Argentine 
capital in November of "927, when 
Mr. Laird was delegated to the city 
as a representative of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. 


Mr. Laird -writes of the shooting 


as follows: 
J 
"The 'Revolution—you can take 
it from me It was hot while it 
lasted. Most all of the f ighttng was 
nght in front of our house. Twen- 
ty people were 
killed 
and 250 


wounded and several horses shot 
down. I do not like the sound of 
machine gun bullets. They go too 
fast. I heard one bullet twice, once 
when It nassed me and once when I 
passed it. That is how-fast I was 
going. But it is all over now and 
it was a good thins it happened as 
things needed a change," 


Mts Laird adds this: 
"There was quite an exciting time 
here, but no danger to those who 
kept off the streets. -I was caught 
in'the hospital and could cot get 
out until it was all over, so I just 
heot home the other day. All the 
business places were given warning 
and closed down immediately, and 
the schools were closed, so Fred and 
Ruth were in no danger. They 
could not go to the hospital, but I 
could talk to them over the tele- 
phone any tune."

Nearly hal? of Wesleyan univer-

Age On Upgrade. 


The age at which students begin

PICKING A POLICE CHIEF. 
The immediate task which confronts Mayor Don L. 


Love of Lincoln is the reorganization of the city's 
police department. The first step is the selection of 
a permanent chief of police, replacing one who pos- 
sessed an unusually large circle of warm and devoted 
friends. 


Until the robbery of the Lincoln National Bank & 


Trust company awakened the people of Lincoln, they 
had not given a great deal of thought to the problems 
of public safety. They had lulled themselves into the 
belief this was a "different" city; a community im- 
mune from violent crime, and hence not burdened with 
the necessity of adopting the stern, repressive meas- 
ures which have characterized police activities in 
many other cities. Whatever false notions we may 
have had have been ^hbroughly dispelled. With a 
boldness which shocked and dazed the public, a band 
of gangsters did visit Lincoln, did rifle the vaults of a 
great banking institution, did enact here on the 
streets of Lincoln what has been all too common else- 
where. 
"° 


We know now that in the face of such a challenge 


the police force was helpless, and as futilely' incapa- 
ble of repelling it as If it were composed of putty.' It 
is a wise awakening and it is improbable that we shall 
be caught napping again, especially in the face of the 


. council's decision to rebuild the force. The city must 
make up its mind now to pay the men who guard 
lives- and tjrenerty properly and to furnish them with 
eauioment which will at least give thera an even 
chance with H relentless, resourceful, and highly- 
armed foe. Men cannot be expected to resist the raids 
of cold blooded killers, armed with the latest in au- 
tomatic and machine guns, with old, obsolete and ill- 
fitted pistols and shotguns. 
• • • 


But it Is not solely in the matter of equipment that 


the Lincoln police department needs rebuilding. The 
department is undermanned. In this period of in- 
creasing crime, the men upon the "beats" have been 
called. upon to cover too much territory to cover 
it effectively and efficiently. In some of the larger 
cities where criminals have found it possible to shoot 
down single officers and proceed with their crime,, 
squads have been organized to combat them. At night 
particularly during the coming winter, when it may 
be anticipated the work of the police will be more 
difficult than heretofore, there should be a sufficient 
number of squads to efficiently patrol the business 
and residential sections. 


Mayor Love will not find It an easy job to find a 


man who will measure up to all of the qualifications 
a police chief should possess. 


Good 'police officers are hard to find. The work 


is dangerous and difficult. It calls 'for qualities of 
courage. Intelligence, imagination and experience. A 
police chief should be physically active, alert, aggres- 
sive, courageous, of superior mental attainments and 
an astute judge of human nature. He fills one of the 
most responsible and important places of the com- 
munity. The safety of both property and life is placed 


•~ in- his hands. He must be a silent sentinel, constant- 


ly on guard both day and night, to restrain the law- 
lessness and violence of vicious gangs of criminals.

Ee !r. a good officer and a rather unusual type in 


Mr. Anderson retired 
from business after accumulating a comfortable com- 
petence, and took up the work he is now engaged in 
solely through love of it 
His experience has been 


confined to this city and state. Acting Chief Ander- 
son has started energetically to reorganize the affairs 
of the department, in which he will have the support 
of all citizens of the community. He has started with 
the very favorable impression that he can be depend- 
ed upon to get things done, that he is a man of de- 
cision, and that he understands the problems of dis- 
cipline and organization. 


His age. however, makes it improbable that Acting

sponse will follow. The problem of providing' tem- 
porary help for those who are destitute, and in need 
of help, is a community responsibility. As a city we 
should launch this campaign for the Community 
Chest quota enthusiastically in the hope the goal may 


reached in the minimum period of time. There will

A NEBRASKA CONFERENCE. 


The mere fact that busy business and industrial 


eaders in Nebraska will knock off labors on their own 
personal interests to attend a two-day conference up- 
on three matters of much importance to the state is 
encouraging. 


Yet such a conference is to be held in Lincoln Mon- 


day and Tuesday, and it will be attended by a large 
number of people, many of them coming a consider- 
able distance in order to be present. The matters to 
be discussed are Nebraska's highway program, the 
need of corporation law in Nebraska, and Irrigation. 
All three have been more or less uppermost in the 
public eye the last two years. 


The road program is of special concern. There will 


be in excess of $3,000,000 of federal funds in Wash- 
ington, allotted to Nebraska, and unclaimed because 
we have no money to match it, at the close of the 
present year. Some provision should be made for 
utilizing it. As badly as Nebraska needs hard sur- 
faced highways where travel is "heavy it would be lit- 
;le short of blindness and stupid economy to forego 
;he opportunity to employ $3,000,000 of federal money 
for this purpose. And yet if this money is to be used, 
tre shall have to make some provision to raise an 
iqual amount of state funds to match it. 
At the present time, there is no certainty of cor- 


ooration law in Nebraska. Its indefinite status, par- 
ticularly the lack of definition of its powers and 
rights, has resulted in a large number of Nebraska 
corporations filing articles of incorporation in other 
states, notably in Delaware. 


The third topic of discussion—irrigation—is likewise 


of state-wide interest. There are large sections of 
Nebraska which would profit by a comprehensive irri- 
gation program if care is taken to diversify the crops 
alanted. We shall not want to add to surpluses but it 
,s possible that with ample water guaranteed farm- 
ers they may arrange their program differently than- 
it is today. 


The conference promises results. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN COMMUNICATION. 
. 


Nothing so vividly illustrates the progress that has 


been made in the means of communication within the 
past decade or two as the statement that it was only 
fifteen years ago, on September 29,1915, that the first 
elephone message was sent across this continent, 
from New York to Mare Island, the navy/yard at San 
Francisco. 


To younger people it must seem that the telephone, 


must always, have been available, 
and they 
can 


scarcely conceive how people "could get along without 
it, yet there are many now living who can resaember 
when the telegraph first came into use, which was not 
until 1841 The telephone is a comparatively recent 
invention, and the first long distance message between 
Chicago and New York was not sent until 1892. It 
was years later before long distance came Into gen- 
eral use. 
Wireless cf course came still later, and it 


was in 1901 that Marconi sent his first signal across 
the ocean. It was the letter "S", sent from England 
to Newfoundland. 


But while the original inventions were made a con- 


siderable number of years ago. it has been but recent- 
ly that the improvements have been made which ren- 
der them at this time beyond computable value. The 
experiences of Byrd in the Antarctic recall graphic- 
ally the tragedies of the frozen north which might 
have been averted had the pioneers in exploration In 
that region been equipped with the appliances and in- 
ventions which he had at his command. 


But a few days ago the world was thrilled with the 


news that the lllfated Andree and his companions 
had been found and since then there has come word 
that trace of the Franklin expedition, one of the first, 
had been discovered. The polar regions are strewn 
with the skeletons of venturesome men who dared 
all in the interest of science and civilization, and lost. 
Their tragic stories might never have been written 
had the discoveries of Edison. Morse and Marconi 
been made a few centuries earlier. 


In fact all history would have been different had 


those earlier people been able to communicate in the 
manner of those of today. The treaty of Ghent, end- 
ing the war of 1812. was signed over two weeks prior 
to the battle of New Orleans, and of course if there 
had been such things as the telegraph and submarine 
cable that fight would never hare taken place. And 
this Might have been bad for the United States, for 
no event tended more to raise the young republic-in 
the estimation of Europe than Jackson's victory. 
Furthermore, had it not been for that victory Jack- 
son might never have been president of the United 
States, which almost everyone will agree would have 
been little short of a calamity.

Well all I know is just what I 
read in the scandal

hither and non. Well Sir I must tell 
•ou more about tha.t mning town of 
'Bodie," Cal. It was one of the fam- 
ous mining camps of later days, but 
had been practically deserted for 
'ears, but with the demand for gold 
iere lately and the improved and 
cheaper method of extracting it, 
there was a revival of the famous 
old place. Harry Carr, one of the 
best newspaper men on this or any 
other coast, had been up there writ- 
ng wonderul stories of what it 
meant to a mining town to be^con- 
valescing, and about to reach good 
health again. He claimed the thing 
was running almost as wide open 
as one of our big Cities, that the 
gambling and 'drinking was in a 
small way on a comparison with 
New York or Los Angeles. 


Gets Off Early. 


Well in my times, (I am talking 
ike one of the early Pioneers,) 
I 
lave seen some of the boys foolish- 
y, and at times otherwise lay a 
small wager on the outcome of what 
ater would be apparent as a haz- 
ardous game. And in passing .by I 
had peeped in under swinging doors 
and there would be men slipping 
various nectars. Well Mrs. Rogers 
and I were just out prowling 
around. We were working on spoii- 
ng a fine old classic and had been 
taking a great part of the Scenes 
on the original site where the 
day was laid at Lake Tahoe. Mr. 
Henry King, our director, had -told 
me that he had seen just about all 
of my face that he desired for ex- 
terior photographic purposes, and 
;hat if I wanted I could head for 
home, and as they had a few more 
days work without me I needent be 
n any hurry to get to home. Well, 
that was right up my alley. I bet 
a lot of you like this too. I love to* 
drive around and look over queer 
old places, especially historic old 
spots. Well that Country up around 
in the mountains of California, why 
you could be there from now on, 
must looking at places that you 
had read about all your life. 
Right under our nose was "Don- 
ner Lake," the place of the most 
famous of all 
pioneer stories oi 
lardships. Why there was where 
they had spent the winter 
wtihin 
fifteen miles of the summit, 
be- 
cause they were just too late to get 
over. Thats where perhaps the only 
case of cannibalism was ever prac- 
ticed in our country. It was after- 
wards admitted on the very best of 
authority that they actually had to 
resort to the use of human flesh 
;o exist. It was one of the greatest 
stories of pioneer life. If you havent 
read the "Life of the Donner Par- 
ty" you dont know nothing of suf- 
fering and hardships. The Califor- 
nia Societies are doing a great deal 
to preserve the spirits and history 
of these things, and they have a 
fine monument to commerate the 
spot. Then we went over practically 
the route that they hoped to make, 
from Donner lake to Sutlers Fort 
(now Sacremento) and through the 
old fort as it is preserved today by 
patriotic citizens, and it should be, 
jut its kinder a travesty on justice 
that while they kept the Fort, they 
did nothing for the man that made 
the Fort and saved the early set- 
tlers. He diled destitute in Wash- 
ington trying to Bet a little dab of 
money from our great government, 
a mere pittance of what he had 
spent on preserving the life of some 
of the early settlers. 


AH Honor' to Sntter, 


There is a story, the life of that 
fellow Sutter. 
All the gold was 
found on his place. He owned all the 
country,-he developed it, he im- 
proved conditions there, and yet by 
the aid of thieves, courts, and in- 
justice, he loot the whole thing.

back for ten years. 
Great Folks Down That Way. 
They got a great bunch of folks, 
Italian Americans, fine 
citizens, 
and the most hospitable people on 
you ever saw. Sure glad to see the 
old place again. Then to Senora, 
another old timer, but which held 
on fine, and is today a real little 
town. Then over Senora pass. Scen- 
ery, Oh Boy that views. But its get- 
ting late we must get to Bodie. its 
away over near the Nevada line in 
the sage rush desert. My wife was 
afraid to go, she had read Carr's 
articles and. she was looking for 
whooping, shooting, and gamboleer- 
ing. Well the poor Devils the night 
before, just twenty-four hours to 
correct time announcement, why 
the Pro-Hi's, had raided the place, 
broke all the booze in 13 saloons, 
put 15 men under 1500 hundred 
dollar bonds, and you should have 
seen the place this night. Our car 
was the only thing moving in the 
town. Indignation meetings 
con- 


sisted of two and three huddled in 
front of what had been a saloon 
door. It was still lighted up, but 
saspharilla was their diet. It was a 
real surprise raid. The mines had- 
ent opened that day, for they had 
had no sustenance for 24 hours and 
couldent work. I talked with them, 
but ti was almost like speaking over 
the body of a fallen comrade. Their 
voice was not only reverent 
but

Why should they be the only ex- 
ample of Prohibition? They 
felt 
that their work demanded as much 
or more liquid' fortitude as is al- 
lowed toilers on Wall street.

The Price of Milk Here In Lincoln. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 22. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: Considering that milk is a 
very essential food product and 
that there is a most abundant sup- 
ply of late pasturage and forage 
crops for the filling of silos and 
curing for winter feed to milch 
cows, we marvel that we are still 
paying the highest price for milk 
that we can recall in more than 
ten years. 
It is notable that a surplus of 
milk tendered the dairies has been 
an embarrassment to them as well 
as to the producer. At some rather 
recent dates the companies have re- 
fused to accept milk tendered them. 
A surplus of wheat appears to low- 
er the market, yet with a surplus 
of milk, top prices are maintained. 
It appears that a lowering of 
price, due to'the economics of mass 
merchandising^ or production, does 
not pertain to the dairy business 
here-a-bout. 
One of our large dairy organiza- 
tions has. a branch in Sioux City 
where they deliver mflk to the pa- 
tron for 10 cents per quart and pay 
the producer 25 cents per hundred- 
weight more than here in Lincoln. 
Among well informed men we find 
an opinion that in order to conduct 
a fairly profitable enterprise the 
dairy man should receive slightly 
more than twice the price he pays 
the producer, to be exact, of the 
consumers' price the 
dairyman 
should retain. 54 per cent, turning 
46 per cent to the producer. So on 
the basis of a retail price of $5.06 
(11 cents per quart) the milk pro- 
ducer should get $2.33 instead of 
$1.75 as he is. 
On the basis of 10 cents per quart 
($4.60 per hundred-weight) the pro- 
ducers' share wuold be $2.13. 
When we consider the quantity 


of milk available and the fact that 
doctors, teachers and the dairy 
companies themselves, urge milk 
and more milk for babies, sthool 
children, adults and the aged, we 
must recognize that the spread te- 
tween that paid the producer and 
the amount collected from the con- 
sumer is too great. Roughly speak- 
ing we opine that each should have 
his price readjusted—one upward, 


raw. We hesitate to commend It for 
passage. 
Here are a few interesting facts 


gleaned from Fluid Milk Market 
Report for the month of Septem- 
ber, 1930, "Prices reduced to a but- 
ter-fat content of 3.5 per cent," 
(city of Lincoln requires 3.25 per 
cent butter-fat). 
Ninety-four United States mar- 
kets reporting average price paid 
producer per hundred-weight, $2.71. 
Five west-south-central states re- 
porting average price paid producer 
per hunldred-weight, $2.16. 


Of one hundred twenty-four prin- 
cipal cities reporting on price paid 
the producer for milk cpntaining 3.5 
per cent butter-fat, Lincoln, Neb., 
was the lowest, $1.75. 
In one hundred pounds of milk 


there are 46 (plus) quarts 
At 11 


I cent per quart we have $5.06 or a 
spread of $3.31. The producer get- 
ting but slightly more than one- 
third that paid by the consumer.

cripples, deficients and morons. An 
intended marriage should be re- 
quired by law to be publicly an- 
nounced and recorded sixty days in 
advance of the ceremony and the 
prospective bride and bridgeroom 
should be then required to go before 
a Judge who possessed all informa- 
tion about-both and who-would tell 
them facts plainly, after which they 
could marry or not as they chose. 


Do you not think that procedure 


would cut down the divorce evil and 
benefit children? 


ANSWER. 


Marriage needs closer attention, 
and what is more, it is getting it. 
No personal or social question has 
received more scrutiny in the last 
decade unless it be that of world 
peace. Despite some foolish 
pro- 
posals concerning matrimony, the 
attention now concentrated on it is 
beneficial. 
But no judge could act as you in- 
dicate without assistance. The emo- 
tional life of the candidates Is a 
vital factor in every case. Unless 
this has been disciplined and in- 
formed, whatever judges or even 
physicians may advise will not serve 
the purpose in view. Suppose mis- 
chief is already active when two 
sweethearts appear in court. Surely 
this supposition shows how difficult 
it is to legislate against a passion 
so dominant as love, and especially 
against its lower forms. 
Moreover, the 
civil ceremony 
should not be made too exacting or 
many may evade it. The state must 
always keep in mind the greatest 
good for the greatest number. The 
church can and should refuse her 
sanction to marriage unless the con- 
ditions she lays down are fulfilled. 
The one school lor the training 


you rightly advocate Is the home, 
supplemented by sound moral and 
religious instruction. We do well to 
encourage eugenics, health certifi- 
cates or any other commendable 
means which promote the welfare 
of prospective parents and children. 
But what about wilfully childless 
marriages? These alone enforce the 
plea that everything else is second- 
ary to character. The blessedness 
of domestic life exemplled by the 
parents of brides and bridegrooms; 
parents who inculcate the ethics 
they practice, and also the dissem- 
ination of that essential knowledge 
which safeguards the 
love ideal, 


would render superflous the pro- 
cedure you suggest.

Religious controversies can 
be hushed by the voice of reason 
and of love. 


But touch a nation's bread and 


you touch its life. That is the situ- 
ation as I see it..

greater than the most of a new 
set. 


Noise During Wanninr-Up Period. 


The loud chugging noise that oc- 
curs in a power set during the 
warming-up period can be avoided 
by removing the first audio tube, 
a 227. and inserting it after the 
set has been turned on about half 
a minute. To correct this trouble, 
it Is also recommended that by re- 
newing only the detector tube with 
a new. quick-heating type the noise 
will be suppressed.. 


Listening In With Comfort. 


If the family is large, it is not 


wise to have the new radio in- 
stalled hi the room where the en- 
tire family congregates every night.

Importance of Lead-in Wire.

Leave a little 
slack in the lead-in wire between

Measuring Mentality. 


"What is an 'I. Q.'?" 
This question is asked today by 
a parent, and merits a detailed 
answer. 
Cloth is counted by the yard, gas 


by the gallon, and butter by the 
pound. Mental capacity is counted 
by the I. Q., which means Intelli- 
gence Quotient. 
Parents and teachers who are 
thrown into intimate contact with 
.children really have something of 
a haphazard and a prejudiced idea 
of the intelligence capacity of these 
children. Some parents over - rate 
the brightness of their children: 
others underestimate the abilities of 
their sons and daughters. 
In late years, psychologists have 


therefore 
discovered means 
of 
measuring mentality, not so precise 
as the yardstick, nevertheless fairly 
accurate. This, called the I. Q. test, 
is used in the schools as ai measure 
by which the quality of the assign- 


v ,~« ^ -".. ~ rated the mentality, 
Oi the six-year-old/ The percent- 
ages are worked out on that basis. 
Suppose Mary, age six, has a men- 


tal age of six. The examiner, di- 
vides the mental age by the chron- 
ological age (the number of years 
the child has lived) and the quotient 
is one. For convenience this grade 
is called one hundred; 
therefore 


Mary's intelligence quotient is rated 
as one hundred. If William, aged 
four, has a mental age of six, his 
intelligence quotient would be (six 
divided by four) or one hundred and 
fifty. 
Children 
rating between 
ninety ancl one hundred -are con- 
sidered normal; those above very 
bright; those below, dull.

But life might be very much harder, 
if you assume the entire responsibil- 
ity of support for the children, and 
particularly if the children grieve 
for. and need, their father. 
Just live one day at a time, and 


you will find strength.
